be light enough within, ſo we can but

atiy time melt us into ſome ſeaſonable 
meditations of our mortalities, they 
may rather be called our Fits, than our

When we come to a Funeral , our 
choughts happily are at a ſtand ſome- 
times, ſeldom at a ſtay ; we are wil- 
ling, it may be, to ler them viſit, bur 
cannot conſent they ſhould fit down in 
the Chambers ot darkneſs, Of all 
the Providences of God, his ordinary 
ones are leaſt obſerved ; and among 


them, this of turning man to deſtruttion, Dial.go 3. 


and calling agar for the retuin of the 
ſons of men, 18as much ſlighted as any ; 
though none being of equal concern to 
it, as ſtanding betwixt both worlds, and 
influencing upon our everlaſting' and 
unchangeable Beings, Dies mortss , 
vatalss eAterni, the day of Death, is 
the birth-day of Eternity.

ons, Parables having the knack of inſ1- 
nuating themſelyes into the memories, 
and lodging truths in the minds of the 
Hearers, They arelike plain cur Seals, 


that leave a fair impreſſion behind 


them, They are likeT hreds to ſtring 
the Jewels of heavenly Truths, that 
they may not drop off, and be loſt, 
They are a great help to the practice of 
that Apoſtolical Exhortation, We ought 
to give earneſt heed to the things which we 
have heard, leſt at any time we ſhould let 
them ſlip. 

The Parable you may read at your 
leaſure, and ſave me thelabour, The 
purport of it, is under the plain and 
familiar Diſcourſe af a Lord going far 
from home, intruſting his ſervants with 


money, returning , reckoning with' 


them, and remunerating of them, to 


ſet before us in a moſt lively and appo- 


{ite Repreſentation, our lives and con- 
credited mercies, our deaths and fol- 
lowing judgments, our ſutable retribu- 
tions and final rewards, |

2, To his Will; this is the Rale, as 
his Nature is the Pattern of Goodnels, 
for us to conform to, His internal 
Will , or valuntas Beneplaciti , the 
good pleaſure of his Will, that's the 
firſtly firſt Rule ; and his external Wull; 
or Yolumas Signi, His Will declared 
in his Word, that's the (ſecondly firſt 
Rule of our roman , as the Schools 
ſpeak, Sothat all our ſervices are ei- 
ther good or evil , as they conform to, 
or diſcord from the Will of God, To 
do good, and to do the Will of God, 
are one and the ſame: and there is ſo 
much of goodneſs as of conformity to 
the firſt Good in any of our ſervices.
